Chany os in the Imiaiyration and nationality Aot of 1952 which will • 
effect aliens of interest to CIA# 


X* Under the now Immigration and Nationality Act, which will 
become effective 21* December 1952, permits to reenter the United 
States will bo issued to aliens for a- one-year period* Each permit 
can bo oxtondod for an aggregate of one year with no further 
extensions possible. Tho regulations under this law state that the 
extension shall b© from tho expiration date of the original pormit* 
and that any number of extensions n?y bo obtained as lore m they 
do not total longer than one year from tho date of expiration oi 
the original permit* Outstanding permits* which expire prior to too 
effective . date of the Act, may be extended for a further aix~nonth 
period.' Those outstanding pornits* which aro less than two years 
old* nay bo extended after tho effective date of the Act up to a 
ma ximum of two years from tho date of issue. Outstanding permits* 
which will bo two years old or more and. will expire after tho 
effective date of tho Act* will require consultation with tho 
Alien Affairs. Staff* I &S0, (ext# 21hl). It is pointed out that* 
if tho reentry permit actually is about to expire* this does not 
necessarily mean that the alien must then return to the United 
States. If there is official need for him to remain abroad* tho 
Allen Affairs Staff can arrange for his return to the United States 
at a later date by other means* 

2. After the effective date of tho Act* the law requires that 
each alien* 18 years of age and over, shall* at all times* carry 
with him and have in hie personal possession a certificate of alien 
registration or alien registration receipt card issued to bin by 
the Immigration and Naturalisation Service* The regulations* ^ 
issued under tho new law* provide that any document issued under 
the old law* which constituted evidence of alien registration* will 
constitute evidence of registration under the new law. 
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3. The new law provides that every alien* who is in the 
United States on January 1 of each year* shall within 30 days 
notify the Attorney General* in writing* of his current address. 
All aliens arc also required to notify the Attorney General* in 
tSTting, of each change of address within 10 days of such change* 
at any time during tho yoar. It is also provided that ary alien 
temporarily absent from tho United States on tho first day of 
January of ary year shall furnish Ms current address and other 
information as required within ID days after his return. Ary 
alien in the United States in a lawful* temporary status must* in 
addition to tho above* notify tho Attorney General* In writing* 
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'of his address at the expiration of each thrco-nonth period during 
which ho remains in the : Uhl tod States regardless of whether thoro' 
has boon a change of address# In tho case of an alien under Xii 
years of ag$* the notice required by this law shall be given by 
a parent or legal guardian# Irrespective of whether an alien la 
convicted and punished for failure 'to comply with the above require 
taunts for registering* failure shall also result in his being 
arrested and do pert-ad* Forms for making tho above reports nay bo 
obtained from tho Alien Affairs Staff* X&SO* (oxb< 


U# After the effective date of this Act* aliens to bo employed 
by CIA upon applicatioirnny count residence abroad for natural- 
isation purposes* but because of the complexities and very technical 

nature of the laws concerned with tho acquisition of United States 
citizenship* it is vary dt ff ieult to nak© a generalised statement 
which would cover all c **003# . It seems advisable* 
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specific cases and questions arising should bo refer 
Affairs Staff of X&SO where tins appropriate answers r;oy bo given,
